CHAPTER 620

AN ACT to amend 101.31 (2) (d) of the statutes, relating to practice
of professional engineering.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:
101.31 (2) (d) of the statutes is amended to read:
101.31 (2) (d) The practice of professional engineering within the

meaning and intent of this section includes any professional service,
requiring the application of engineering principles and data, wherein
the public welfare or the safeguarding of life, health or property is con-
cerned and involved, such as consultation, investigation, evaluation, plan-
ning, design, or responsible supervision of construction, alteration, or
operation, in connection with any public or private utilities, structures,
projects, bridges, * * * plants and buildings, machines, equipment, proc-
esses * * * and works * * *. A person shall be deemed to offer to
practice professional engineering, within the meaning and intent of this
section, who by verbal claim, sign, advertisement, letterhead, card, or in
any other way represents himself to be a professional engineer; or who
through the use of some other title implies that he is a professional
engineer; or who holds himself out as able to practice professional engi-
neering.
